RACE RIOTING 


DANVILLE, Ky., Nov. Id—Race 


rioting broke out anew at the Dix 
river camp late today and only the 
early arrival of state troops, en- 
route from Frankfort, can prevent 
serious bloodshed, according to de- 
puties stationed there. 


Six hundred whites are besieging 


250 negroes who have taken refuge 
in an abandoned quarry, a tele- 
phone message 
from the 
camp 


stated. 
Under the threat of using a ma- 


chine gun at the entrance of the 
quarry, the special 
deputies are 


holding back the inflamed 
mob, 


Frank White, one of the deputies 
declared. 


Fighting was renewed, White 


said, when a gang of whites at- 
tacked a pashing negro and gave 
him a severe beating before the 


deputies could interfere 


Thwarted in their, attack oa the 


negroes, the whites^attempted to 
march on the guards""but were held 
back by the threat 01 the machine 
gun. 


The deputies broke up several 


organized attempts by the white 
employes of the camp to roll bould- 
ers down on the group of negroes 
employes huddled in the quarry. 


Casualties in the rioting which 


started when two negroes mur- 
dered Edward Winkle, now total 
twenty. Two negroes suspects in 
the slaying are under heavy gua^d 
in the county jail here. 


The construction camp, employ- 


ing whites and negroes in the con- 
struction of a large dam in Dis 
river near here, is said to be al- 
most a total wreck as a result of 
the fighting. 


FIND FOUR FROM MEN

Captain Lane turned over to cus- 


toms authorities bits 
of dental 


work and other articles taken from 
the bodies when the Herman, wal- 
rus hunting came upon them. The 
bodies were left where they were 
found. 


Apparently the men had frozen 


to death, Lane said. Nearby was a 
well stocked food cache, from the 
Karluk, which was lost in the ice 
shortly after she reached' the tar 
north on a Canadian government 
"exploring expedition.

MAY NOT BE FLOOR LEADER 


Views are Different From Late 


Senator's. 


Hughes Desire to Withdraw From 


Cabinet May Be Emphasized 


By Idaho's Man At- 


taining Post. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.— The 


death of Senator Lodge removed 
from the senate the senator of 
longest service, 
the republican 


floor leader and the chairman of 
all important foreign relations com- 
mittee, which played so great a 
part in history during the league of 
nations fight. 


Senator Borah, Idaho, will suc- 


ceed Lodge as chairman of the for- 
eign relations committee, but his 
successor 
as 
republican 
floor 


leader is less certain. 


Senator Warren, Wyoming, is 


next after Lodge in point of service 
in the senate, having served since 
1895 
and an unbroken senate pre- 


cedent provides the senior member 
of the majority party shall be floor 
leader. 


However, Warren is chairman of 


the appropriations committee and 
for many years has devoted his en- 
tir.e energies to that post. Also he 
has reached advanced age and his 
friends have some doubt he might 
be able to stand the added re- 
sponsibility. 


Plan put forwward would make 


Warren nominal floor leader and 
designate Senator Curtis, Kansas, 
republican 'whip, as 
a 
deputy 


leader to attend to the floor re- 
sponsibilities of party leader.

The change confronts the Cool- 


idge administration at a .time when 
the president is about to seek a 
reconciliation of divergent views 
•within the party on foreign affairs 
to insure smooth sailing of admin- 
istration measures thru the senate 
and makes the task more difficult 


Borah definitely has decided to 


take Lodge's post, tho he has the 
choice of the foreign relations com- 
mittee and the important judiciary 
committee of which he is entitled 
to the chairmanship also by virtue 
of the death of Senator Brandegee. 


The Idaho senior's 
interests, 


broad as they are, lie chiefly in the 
foreign field and his views on for- 
eign questions, particularly Russia 
were an issue in his recent cam- 
paign for re-election. It is known 
that Borah considers the fach that 
he polled a 50 per cent larger v^te 
than Coolidge in Idaho as a man- 
date to continue advocacy of his 
"unorthodox' tenets. 


Borah's attainment of the key 


post may have some 
bearing on 


the decision of Secretary of State 
Hughes to remain in the cabinet. 
Hughes, already wavering toward

How to Help a Person 


Who's Struck by Lightning

R 


ECENTLY there was a meeting of scientists in 


Philadelphia where they assisted in the cen- 
tenary celebration of the Franklin Institute. 


In view of Franklin's interest in the subject, it was 
most fitting that they should consider lightning and 
its effects. 


The consulting engineer of the General Electric 


Company made a report, based on experiments con- 
ducted with artificial lightning bolts. I want you to 
read some of his statements. For instance, he said: 


"Lightning from a cloud overhead does not al- 
BH. COI-ELAXD 


ways strike the highest object or rod unless the height of that object 
is more than 2J^ per cent of the distance between the cloud and the 
earth. . . . Lightning either strikes- — 
an upright object or some distance 
away." 


This means that there is a pro- 


"tected area around the upright Ob- 
ject or rod. The experiments indi- 
cate that this safety zone has a 
radius equal to four times the height 
of the rod. In this area lightning 
will not strike. 
The advice given about what to 


do is the usual rule against standing 
in contact with the trunk of the tree. 
It is better to stand away, even if 
you get wet. The scientific reason 
for this is that if the tree is twenty- 
five feet high, lightning may strike 
the tree, but anywhere within a 
radius of four times this height, or 
on© hundred feet from the trunk, is 
safe ground. 
This expert, Dr. F. "W. Peck, Jr., 
has demonstrated that a flat object 
is rarely struck. On this account, to 
escape the dangers of lightning you 
should lie flat on the ground at a 
distance two or three times the 
height of the nearest higlf object. 
The newspaper article I saw about 
this was headed, "Lightning won't 
strike a man when he is down!" 


Suppose vou were present when 


somebody was struck by lightning, 
injured but not killed. 
The effect of lightning is very sim- 
ilar to the effect of drowning, and 
the treatment is the same. The shock 
stops the breathing and lowers the 
heart action. 


Of course, there is no water in the 
lungs to be expelled, but every as- 
sistance must be given to encourage 
the breathing. To this end, artificial 
respiration must be practised. 
Place the victim on his back. 
Kneel at his head, grasping each 
arm betweenr the wrist and elbow. 
First, carry the arms upward and 
outward till the hands meet above 
the head. Then carry the arms back 
to the sides of the body. At this 
stage firmly presS the arms against 
the sides of the chest. 
By this alternation of pressure and 


relief the air is encouraged to enter 
the lungs. The treatment must be 
continued without ceasing until nor- 
mal breathing is restored. 
In the meantime, keep the body 
warm with coverings and hot'water 
bottles. 
The same measures should be used 


in electric shock.

the flag. On Flag day, June 14, 
1923, 
representatives of sixty-eight 


organizations met in Washington 
for conference called*" by and con- 
ducted under the auspices^of the 
national commission of the Ameri- 
can Legion, to draft an authentic 
code of flag etiquet. Here are some 
of the rules made by this confer- 
ence: 


Salute to the Flag. 


During the ceremony of hoisting 


or lowering the flag or when the 
flag is passing in a parade or in a 
review, all persons present should 
face the flag, stand at attention 
and salute. Those present in uni- 
form should render the right-hand 
salute. When not in uniform, men 
should remove the headdress with 
the right hand and hold it at the 
left shoulder. 
Women should sa- 


lute by placing the right hand over 
the heart. The salute to the flag 
in the moving column is rendered 
at the moment the flag passes. 


•When the national anthem Is 
played those present in uniform 
should salute at the first note of

the anthem, retaining this position 
until the last note of the anthen, 
Vhen not in uniform, men should 
'emove the headdress and hold it 
as in the salute to the flag. Women 
should render the salute as to the 
lag. 
When there is no flag dis- 


played, all should face toward the 
nusic. 


Cautions. 


Do not permit disrespect to be 


shown to the flag of the United 
States. 


Do not dip the flag of the United 


States to any person or any thing. 
The regimental, color, state flag, 
organization <>r institutional 
flag 


will render this honor. 


Do not display the flag of the 


United States with the union down 
except as a signal of distress. 


Do not place any other flag or 


pennant above or to the right of 
the flag of the United States. 


Do not let the flag of the United 


States touch the ground or trail in 
the water. 


Do not place any object or em- 


blem of any kind on or above the 
flag of the United. States- 


Do not use the flag as draper>' in 


any form whatever. Use bunting 
of blue, white and red. 


Do not fasten the flag in such 


manner as will permit it to be 
easily torn. 


Do not drape the flag over the 


hood, top, sides or back of a vehi- 


cle, or of a railroad train or boat. 
When the flag is displayed on, a 
motor car, the staff should be af- 
fixed 
firmly to the chassis or 


clamped to the radiator cap. 


Do not display the flag on a float 


in a parade except from a staff. 


Do not use the flag as a covering 


'.or a ceiling. 


Do not use the flag as a portion 


of a costume or of an athletic uni- 
form. 
Do not embroider it upon 


cushions or handkerchiefs or print 
it on paper napkins or boxes. 


DC not put lettering of any kind 


upon the flag. 


Do not use the flag In any form 


of advertising nor fasten an adver- 
tisement sign to a pole from which 
the flag of the United States is 
flying. 


Do not display, use or store the 


flag in such a manner as will per- 
mit it to be easily soiled or dam- 
aged. 


When the flag is displayed from 


a staff projecting horizontally or at 
an angle from the window sill, bal- 
cony, or front of building, the union 
of the flag should go clear to the 
head of the staff unless the flag 
is at half mast. 


When the flag of the 
United 


States is displayed in a manner 
other than by being flown from a 
staff it should be displayed flat, 
Whether indoors or out. When 
displayed 
either horizontally 
or 


vertically against a wall, the union 
should be uppermost and to the 
flag's own right, i. e., to the observ- 
er's left. When displayed in a win- 


dow it'Should be displayed the 
same way, that is, with" the union 
or blue field to the left of the ob- 
server in the street. When fes- 
toons, rosettes or drapings of blue, 
white and red are desired, bunting 
ihould be used, but never the flag. 


When displayed over the middle 


of the street as between buildings, 
the flag of the United States should 
be suspended vertically with the 
union to the north in an east-and- 
west street or to the east in a 
north-land-south street. 


When used on a speaker's plat- 


form, the flag should be displayed, 
above and behind the speaker. 
It 


should never be used to cover the 
speaker's desk nor to drape over 
the front of the platform. If flown 
from a staff it should be on the 
speaker's right.

stood the old Albion hotel, since 
burned down.

tered the lobby he 
was met by 


"Germany" Schaefer, captain and 
second baseman 
of 
the Detroit 


team, and "Wild Bill" Donovan, 
star pitcher, both of whom hare 
since passed on. 
/ 


The two players called Navin to 


one side and Schaefer told him: 


"We've got the richest joke'in 


the world for you out here. There's 
a kid playing on the local nme who 
thinks he's a ball player. He's just 
a nut but a scream. Wait till you 
see this baby run bases I 
-You'll 


laugh yourself sick. But don't let 
him know he's a joke. We've been 
having a swell time just kiddin' 
him along. If you talk to him tell 
him you think 
he's a great ball 


player. Whatever you do don't let 
him gefwise to 
what we think 


about him or you'll spoil the best 
laugh we ever had." 


His Speed Noticed. 


Navin went out the next day to 


see the "nut." 
He was not like 


other players. Navin noticed that 
he was extremely fast, that he got 
a quick start from the plate but 
tnat he still needed a lot of polish. 
He had certain ability but he ran 
loose, like a wild colt 


The new owner met George 


Leidy that 
afternoon. He hap- 


pened to mention 
the "queer" 


youngster. 


"I'll 
admit he needs a little 


polishing," said Leidy, "but as soon 
as that "»>cy sets used to a bridle 
you're going to see the world's 
greatest ball player 
and nothing 


less." 


Soon after 
the 
Detroit 
squad 


started back north, playing exhibi- 
tion games along the way. 
The 


players laughed and joked about 
the "queer one" in Augusta for 
awhile and then forgot about him. 
The pennant 
race was about to 


start. 


Before the Tygers left Augusta, 


Detroit w as expected to pay ground 
rent for use of the Augusta field, 
but instead of paying in money the 
club offered Augusta the use of a 
player. Detroit had on the payroll 
a pitcher named Eddie 
Cicotte. 


Augusta needed a pitcher and so 
Cicotte was turned 
over to Au- 


gusta. This saved railroad fare on 
Cicotte and also saved the money 
that would have heen paid for 
ground rent. There was also a 
clause in the agreement stipulating 
that if Detroit wanted a player at 
the end of the season it could have 
any man on the Augusta roster for 
$750. 


Jumps His Average. 


Detroit plunged Into the pennant 


race, the Augusta deal put aside 
for several months and down in 
Georgia old George Leidy 
con- 


tinued working on Cobb, nursing 
the player along. 


He batted .237 in thirty-seven 


games in 1904 but Leidy had con- 
vinced Cobb that this was highly 
satisfactory since Cobb was chang- 
ing his style at bat and that he 
would improve constantly. 
Leidy 


created self-confidence in Cobb and 
as a prophet he proved correct He 
played in 103 games that season 
and his batting average was .327, 
just 99 points above his average 
for the preceding year. 


Leidy also noticed that Cobb's 


base-running was taking on form; 
Cobb now had a definite purpose 
when he did thins?. It was the 
same with his fielding and batting. 
He was learning quickly and de- 
veloping fast 


Cicotte was pitching for the same 


. team. He won 15 out of 24 games 
j for Augusta, and when the season 
was drawing near the close the 
Augusta club asked Detroit to se- 
lect a man. according to the clause 
in the agreement 


Augusta bad another player that 


looked like sure major league ma- 
terial. He was Clyde Engel. who 
later came to,the American league. 


Cicotte Discarded. 


Detroit fiaallr discarded Cicotte.

Interment will be in the 
Lodge family plot in Mount Au- 
burn cemetery. 


Announcement of the death came 


just before midnight when Doctors 
Cunningham and Winslow, the sen- 
ator's physicians said:
